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Our pioneer gettlers possessed integrity of character. They weré 
energetic, and diligent ; warm-hearted, and strong-willed. . Difficul- 
ties and reverses did not dishearten them ; dangers could not. These 
attributes, and labor, constituted their only capital, and with them 
they achieved success. They were co-laborers in the service of `. 

-utility ; the pinchings of poverty, and their daily privations, only 

made them. the more apt and efficient workmen. They accomplished 
a purpose with every effort. They congregate to award a bounty 
for wolf-scalps, and separate, after having inaugurated the first 
republican government on the shores of the northern Pacific—the 
polity of which has received the unequalified commendation of the , 
first statesmen of the Union; the only instance of true and success~ 
ful “ squatter sovereignty ” in the history of our country. 

The Territorial system of government may be regarded as some- 
what anomalous, under the federal constitution, in its deprivation of 

. the enjoyment of the full rights of citizenship. Itois an imperfeet 

and -unsatisfactory form of government, and may continue to be a 
fruitful source of, trouble and discontent. It would seem just and 
politic, having full faith in the capacity of the people for self-gov- , 
ernment, that the citizens of the Territories should no longer be de- 
barred the right, which no Constitational power prohibits, to elect 
their executive anil judicial officers. Such an amendment of the 
system would free it from its most objectional feature—that vestige 
of monarchical custom which sliould find no practice, or toleration, 
in a confederation of republican States, where the intelligence of the 
people is the basis of the government. 


e The provisional government which had been instituted by the 
mixed population of Oregon, after an existence of nearly six years, 
having admirably achieved its purpose, gave place to the jurisdiction 
of the United States, in our present Territorial system, on the 8d 
day of March, A.D., 1849. Ina few months a more satisfactory 


. change will have transpired in the assumption of the powers and 


“ authority of a sovereign State. {tis a circumstance especially grat- 
ifying and congratulatory that, while other Territories have been 

aiflicted with turbulence and desperate feuds, in their efforts to 
perfect their form of government, Oregon has accomplished it with 

- dignity, determining the same question and causes of unhappiness, 
without the disrupture of social obligation, the violation of peace, 
or the infringment of her honor. This in the main is owing to the 
fact that‘we have been let alone by outside pseudo reformers and 
philanthropists—that we haye not been cursed by the presence of 
political adventurers and emissaries of fanaticism to excite indecent 
passion, prostitute the publi¢ good, and make the blessings of our 
fathers a by-word and a scorn. The people of.the Territories are 
fully competent to manage their own political concerns. 


They know best their own interests and necessities, and least of 

` all do they require foreign influences to educate‘ them as to their 
litical rights and duties. In the peaceful pursuits of agricultural 

ife the settler seeks to obtain a comfortable subsistence. Nature is 
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his daily companion, and the sentiments she inspires elevate his 
mind and purify his heart. Is he not to be trusted in the exercise 
of his prerogatives? Vice does not flourish where agriculture has 
made her home. ‘The Territories, as the common property of the 
nation, should be regarded as neutral ground, rather than as arenas 
for fanatical atrife. Life has a better and higher purpose, and the- 
nation a nobler mission than is involved in an interminable one-idead 
crusade. DAN 

The constitution, which has been adopted with such 4 feeling of 
unanimity, reflects credit upon those who framed it, and our citizens . 
have exhibited their exeellent judgment in approving it as the funda- 
mental law. Itis liberal in its provisions, and its spirit is in har- 
mony with the progressivé and improving impulse of the age. It 
inculcates the principle of economy in the administration of the gov- 
ernment which it is to be hoped may be always rigidly observed and 
maintained, for extravagance has characterized the times and should 
be guarded against by every prudent means; therc is nothing that 
will so fetter the usefulness of the State and impair its healthful 
vitality. It is an instrument that should be patiently submitted to 


- the test of time, and careful practice and construction, before any 


wv 


encouragement is given to any change whatever. 

Oregon’ presents herself for admission into the confederation of 
States in no‘ unenviable attitude. No indecent haste impairs the 
undertaking. Time has matured the event. Her constitution com- 
pares favorably with those of other States. She has adjusted ered- 
itably, permanently, and satisfactorily all subjects involving dif- 
ferences of opinion. She has evaded no issue, or responsibility, how- 
ever delicate or exciting. She understands herself and can be read- 


. , ily comprehended by all. Her manifold interests, in their daily in- 


creasing magnitude and importance, demand and inspire the hope 
that there may be no hesitation or delay in the acknowledgment of 
lier sovereignty. 


You are doubtless aware that Dr. Johnt Evans, a gentleman of 
high scientific attainments, has been engaged for several years, under 
direction of the General Government, in making a geological recon- 
noisance of this and Washington Territory. With the character of 
hia explorations, and the zeal and energy with which they have been - 
conducted, you are likewise familiar. The publication of his report, 
which is now completed, ought to be a matter of considerable interest, 
especially to the two Territories ; for we may confidently calculate 
that he has collected much valuable information, which will be of 
importance to the growing interests of this section of the Union. It 
is desirable that the fruits of his investigations should be made 
known to the world. I have no doubt that the passage of a joint 
resolution by your respective bodies, instructing our delegate to re- 
quest. Congress to make the necessary appropriation for the early 
publication of the work, might be of service m accomplishing that 
end. The Commissioner of the General Land Office estimates the 
requisite’ amount “for this purpose; at $21,400. He considers the 
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labors of Dr. Evans as “eminently useful in a scientific point of 
view, as well as subserving the interests of the Pacific coast, by indi- 
cating the localities of the country possessing mineral and agricultu- 
ral wealth.” He cbrrectly observes : 


“ Either what has been done in the way of exploration and development of coal 
eposits, under appropriation by Congress, is to go for nothing and remain use- 
Jess, or be brought to light in proper form, as proposed by further appropristion, 
to close the ‘business 4nd make the result available. The effect of the latter 
measure will be to open up new sources of tradeto active industry, in the extrac- 
tion and sale of coal on the Pacific, thereby furnishing the material forthe pro- 
pulsion, essential in our rapidly growing steam-commerce on the Pacific, at 
cheap 1ates, instead of the enormous cost of the article imported from the cast ” 


Our Indian relations remain in-an unsatisfactory state. No de- 
mand has been made for the surrender of the murderers of Agents 
Bolen and Wright, and other Indians guilty of similar outrages, 
although the Superintendent of Indian Affairs has signified to the 
eommanding officer of this military department, the justice and ne- 
cessity of such an act. Notwithstanding the uncertain posture of 
affairs, no apprehensions need be entertained of hostile demonstra- 
tions on the part of the Indians west of the Cascade mountains,’so 
long as the Government, by an adequate military force and ample 
appropriations, maintains its present policy of keeping and subsisting 
them upon reservations. ` : 


The abrogation of the treaties with the Indians east of the Cas- 
cades, or rather the failure of the Senate to ratify them, has been 
regarded as a sufficient cause to justify the closing of the large ex- 
tent of country beyond the Dalles of the Columbia, against settle- 
ment or occupation by the whites, I shall not now undertake to 
oppose the policy of this measure, however questionable it may be; 
but I have to observe that the section of the Territory alluded to, 
has been opened to settlement by positive enactment of Congress. 
The ratification of the treaties with the Indians west of the Cas- 
cades, it should be borne in mind, is only of comparatively recent 
occurrence. ‘Indeed, the first treaties were rejected. Because of 
this, no authority, military or other, attempted the assumption and 
exercise of a power, doubtful, at least. When the jurisdiction of 
the United States was extended over this country, anid its authority 
established, through executive and jndicial officers, it was, it is pre- 
sumed, for the purpose of protecting its citizens in the enjoyment of 
their rights and interests, and afterwards, in order to foster those 
interests, and increase the population, liberal grants of Iand were 
made to those already occupying portions of the public domain, and 
others were invited to become settlers upon it, by virtue of the pro- 
visions of the same Jaw, and receive a similar gratuity. Wherever 
the settler located his right, he held independent of the - possessory 
right of the Indian, which was unextinguished, and the “ intercourse 
law,” which was quite as applicable as now. It was not his busi- 
ness to inquire who owned the land. He‘paid for it, by his labor, to 
a proprietor powerful enough to guarantee his patent. The expira- 
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tion of certain provisions of the land law does not affect the inherent 
principle involyed in the subject. ` 

Large sections of country, from which the whites have beén thus 
excluded, are well adapted for purposes of pasturage, being covered 
with highly nutritious grasses. Our citizens had been regarding its 
occupation as highly advantageous for their rapidly augmenting 
herds of cattle and other stock. ~ , 7 


Our present highly capable Superintendent of Indian Affairs, is 
wholly engaged in the efficient discharge of the difficult duties of his 
responsible position. An increase of jurisdiction has made his labors ` 
truly herculean.: From the forty-second to the forty-ninth parallel 
of north latitude, and from the ocean to the Rocky Mountians, forms 
now but one Superintendensy. This district of country is much too 
extensive for any one Superintendent, be he ever so efficient. It 
will be impossible to give entire and complete satisfaction. There 
should be two, at least, if not three such officers, for a field of ser- 
vice so extended and important. [would respectfully suggest the 
expediency of your memorislizing Congress upon the necessity of 
authorizing additional Superintendents, so as the better to insure the 
prompt discharge of every responsibility pertaining to this important

As I hope, and expect, in a few months, to be relieved from the 
farther discharge of official duty, by the organization of the State 
government, and as I shall have no opportunity more fitting, I desire 
.to avail myself of the present occasion to make some brief observa- 
tions, in reference to my course of action during the recent period 
in which the Territory ‘was engaged in repelling the attacks of hos- 
tile Indians. I do so with the more reluctance, because so much has 
-been said already upon the subject of the war. The wilful perver- 
‘sions of truth, in regard ‘to the policy and conduct of the war—the 
wanton and calumnious assaults which have been made upon those, 
engaged in it might pass without notice, so far as they affect me. 
personally ; but as they reach the people of the Territory, and par- 
ticularly those brave and patriotic citizens who constituted the vol- 
unteer forces, a sense of duty impels me toa different course. I 
have, at all times, cheerfully held myself responsible for mý ofal 
conduct, and I cannot but consider it ungenerous, and unjust, that 
those who have no accountability in the matter—having merely com- 
lied with the directions and requests of their chief executive author- 
ity—should be subject to censure and abuse. An incompetent 
General, lately in command of the military department of the Pacific, 
whose vanity and imbecility made him unequal to the great emer- 
gency that occurred, in order to divert the public mind ‘from his 
glaring omissions of duty, and great military mismanagement, has 
chosen to make it his especial business to lead on these assaults.— 
The grossness and ‘ihendacity‘of his communications—whether official 
or a8 a newspaper correspondent—render him no longer worthy of 
respectful notice or consideration. During the war, he was chiefly 
engaged in traveling upon a safe and comfortable steamship, between

here and- San Francisco, in incubating his opprobriods compositions 
against a neglected and endangered people, and in bickering and 
_ fault-finding with those of his officers who sought to do their duty. 

Some of the newspaper ‘editors of the refined East, where the 
chiefest danger to life arises from voluptuous living, who know the 
Indian character only through poetry and romance, who seem to care | 
more about cultivating treasonable machinations, and fostering dis- 
affection to the Union, than the advocacy.of truth, have filled their 
columns with wholesale denunciation of their fellow-citizens, inhab- 
iting an isolated portion of the country, who resorted to arms in 
defence of life and property, rather than risk the general. ruin and 
butchery, by remaining cowardly inactive. It is painful to conclude 
that the success of the whites, in repelling the attacks of the ruth- 
less invader, was less gratifying to such mental organizations than 
would have ,been the depopulation of both Territories by Indian 
conquest. f - 

It was the general belief, which has subsequently been fully con- 
firmed, that the most powerful tribes adjacent to our frontier had 
entered into hostile combination against the whites. In this con- 
nection an officer of the regular army has thus written : \ 

u As you willalready have learned, the Indian war hag become general, and g

“In Southern Oregon the Rogue ‘River Indians combined with some of those 
on the coast, the Umpquas, Pitt nver and Shasta Indians, have also broken out into 
afresh war and one of evidently intended extermination, against the whites.” « 


It is unnecessary for me here tò account for the cause of this 
combination and the subsequent acts of hostility which simultane- 
ously occurred at both extremes of the Territory. The antipathy 
existing between the two races is no new circumstance. It had its 
origin far back in the past, in the infancy of the Republic. - The 
history of the settlement of the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys affords 
overwhelming testimony of the cordiality of its bitterness.- Indeed, - 
the westward progress of civilization has been continually marked 
by Judian massacre and warfare. Nor had this Territory been 
without 2 mournful record of the turpitude and atrocity of the In- 
dian character, to which the late calamity has added a most melan- 
choly page. 

. Before the enrollment of a single volunteer, the Indian hostilities 
had assumed a most serious and threatening character. In, the 
South our people were being surprised and slaughtered and the set- 
tlements laid waste—murder and rapine held high carnival at noon- 
day. Inthe North an Indian Agent and other whites had been 
murdered, and a strong body of’U. S. troops repulsed with great 
loss. In the presence of these exciting and formidable circumstances 
while the dismayed settlers were calling upon me for protection, was 
it for me to calculate the cost of ‘defending the Territory and because 
it involved great expense timidly decline to act and allow indepen- 
dent and irregular action to oyerride the constituted authority? An 
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~ impartial judgment will answer, no! I should have been recreant 
to duty had I so done, and deserving of that condemnation which is 
now sought to be passed upon me. ee 
In the embodiment of the volunteer force for sérvice on-the north- 
ern frontier, a sense of the insecurity of the settlements, and a 
determination to keep the war beyond them, were the controlling 
F motives which prompted me to augment that force beyond: the num- 
: ber I had been called upon to provide by the officer of the aymy who 
ve made the requisition. The number of U. S. troops in the country, 
beside being stationed at different and remote localities in Washington 
and Oregon, were inadequate to protect the Territory at the various 
assailable points. Notwithstanding the increased force called for by 
my proclamation of October 11th, 1855, the Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs at the time, expressed his apprehensions to the head of 
his department, that “any force that might be obtained under it 
‘would be insufficient for the service required.” The aim of my 
policy was a complete and effectual suppression of hostilities, and 
that by the usual and legitimate mode of warfare. I most emphat- 
ically give my denial to the bald assertion that the war “‘ was one of 
intended extermination * against the Indians. Neither was there an 
inclination, or disposition manifested by any authority, to give it 
that character, either by word or deed. The idea is altogether the 
coinage of a distempered imagination. It is true that the brutal 
and revolting treatment of our women and children—made prisoners 
in the irruptive attacks of the Indians—the most cruel, shamefal 
and insulting advantages which were taken of captivity, and the 
horrible mutilation of their persons before and after death, very nat- 
. urally caused a high degree of exasperation in the public mind. 
Only towards those who were guilty of these aggravated outrages, was 
it desired to meet out-a merited punishment. There may have been 
isolated instances, where, moved by the deep emotion of the ineffable 
wrong that had been perpetrated, the passions rose superior to the 
. Sober judgment in the bosom of the relative, and made him the 
instrament of retributive justice. ee 
As I have intimated, my policy contemplated a successful conclu- 
sion of the war—my plans were matured—my time and energies 
devoted to this end. Whether the season was, or was not favorable 
for operations against such an enemy, there was no alternative but 
to make an effort for success. In the South, the effective operations 
of the volunteers and regulars drove the enemy from their mountain 
fastnesses and compelled them to surrender and come in upon the 
reservations. In the north, after the Yakima campaign, the regulars 
were ordered into garrison, at a time when their services were of the 
utmost consequence ; therefore the only decisive operations in that 
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Var quarter were by the volunteers. 

| ey So soon as I became aware of the inactive -policy determined upon 
£ | | * by the officer commanding the military department of the Pacific, 
pe ae - as to the confederated tribes of the Columbia, I had either to recall 
ae a and disband the yolunteers, who were then advancing toward the 
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Walla-Walla, and leave the settlements on the North open to incar- 
sion and ‘depredation, or prosecute the war with all the vigor it was 
possible to command. I decided upon the latter course for these 
reasons: To have retired from the contest at that time would have 
been tantamount to a defeat. It would have been so regarded by 
the enemy, and would have emboldened them to the commission of 
greater outrages and afforded them time and opportunity to 
strengthen themselves by new alliances.” The whole upper country 
was held by the hostiles, and beyond theiii Were parties of our own 
citizens in the Colville mines, who, if the enemy were left in undis- 
uted possession, and their attention and power unoccupied, were 
able.to molestation and destruction. Besides the U. S. Commis- 
sioner to the Blackfeet Indians, and his party, were presumed to be 
upon their return, and would inevitably to be exposed to the hostile 
designs, which, I was credibly informed, had been determined upon 
against them. When direful necessity compelled me to institute the 
volunteer service I appreciated alike the magnitude of the under- 
taking and the inexorable circumstances that required it. To have 
recalled and disbanded the volunteers upon the threshold of their 
duty, and left the Territory without defence, would have been, in my 
judgment, an act unpardonably wrong, and an evidence of gross 
official incompetency. It would have been a license to Indian 
aggression ànd atrocity. The result has vindicated my policy. The 
brilliant successes of the volunteers broke up the combinations of 
the enemy. Driven from their winter quarters. defeated, dispirited, 
and dispersed, they fied into distant localities. ~ ; 

In directing the movement on Walla-walla I made no “war on un- 
offending and friendly Indians.’ It was within the scope of stubborn 
malice and senseless prejndice only to give utterance to an accusation 
so base and false. T aay have committed grave errorsin the dis- 
charge of my official trusts, but my own conscience, and the truth of 
history will acquit me of one so serious as this. 

Unfortunately there was a difference in the policy that controlled 
the action of the chief officer of the army on this coast and that which 
guided me. His policy indicated a cessation of operations, and a re- 
sistance by the regulars, in case of attack upon them, only in garri- 
son, and those garrisons were all within the settlements. Mine in- 
tended thé public security,-and the successful suppression of hostilities 
by active operations and the maintenance of the war in the enemy’s 
country, that they should the more effectually experience and appre- 
ciate its horrors and so be moved to peace. It was the success of the 
Territorial troops, acting under ordersin pursuance of this policy, 
which seemed to have made a necessity for self vindication on the part 
- of. that officer, for neglect of duty, by efforts however vain and impo- 

tent. Hence the caluminous reports and untruthful accusatiops em- 
enating from this, and similar sources. ‘ 


If the Walla-wallas and their confederates were friendly, why did 
they conduct themselves in such a manner as to inspire: distrust and 
alarm in the minds of the settlers among them, which ultimately forced 
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those whites to abandon their homes, at the sacrifice of their propérty ? 
+ If they were unoffending why did they furnish recruitmenta to is 
¥akimas and Klickitats? If they were friendly why did individual 
members of the tribes warn some of the settlers that they were in 
imminent danger and urge:them to fly without preparation or delay ? 
If they were unoffending and friendly why did they conspire against 
the life of their agent ? and: why did they pillage and destroy Fort 
Walla-walla and the agency buildings? But it is needless tó con- 
pa Aig time in the refutation of a charge so malicious and un- — 


Thave thus briefly and plainly alluded to the motives that influenced 
my action and policy by which it was governed. Whatever may be 
the ultimate result to myself, whether or not I be condemned for doing _ 
that which a momentous and critical state of affairs made an impera- 
tive duty is of inferior consequence to the early liquidation óf the 
indebtedness accruing from the war. -I entertain the confident belief 
that the general government is too magnanimous and just to permit 
the patriotic and self-sacrificing spirit evinced by my fellow citizens, 

in devoting their-personal services and property to the urgent demand 
of the occasion to. remain long acknowledged and uncompensated,— 
Itis the highest obligation of the government to protect the lives and 
property of the people, and for such an omission to make the only 
indemnification possible. Precedents are abundant to show that in 
imilar exigencies the government has always been actuated by that 
sense of aa and impartiality which should continue, and doubtless 
will, to distinguish its conduct. When recently at Washington I 
succeeded in my efforts, in conjunction with those of our indefatigable 
delegate, in procuring from Congress such action as authorized a board 
of commissioners to ascertain and audit the expenses necessarily in- 
curred in the war, I had no reason to entertain any apprehensions as 
to the final payment of those expenses by the general government. 

The commissioners have made their report and it has gone forward 
to the Secretary of War. The manner in which these gentlemen 
have performed their duty will no doubt prove satisfactory to the 
government. 


I would not presume to intimate that there may be no contest up- 
on the appropriation of so large an amount as is necessary to defray 
these liabilities. The incidents and experiences of ional 

` legislation teach otherwise. However just and worthy a cause may 
be, it is never free from trials and reverses. While we hope that no 
needless delay may occur in obtaining such action of congress as may 
be desirable and satisfactory, still any deferment of that action can- 
not be regarded as prejudicial to ultimate success: : 

The positive necessity that the military power of the government” 
should afford protection tothe annual immigrations by the overland 
route to the Pacific is every year becoming more and more apparent. 
The past season has furnished a sad catalogue of atrocious crimes 
perpetrated upon such parties by savage hatred and rapacity: The 
security of the life sade property of the American citizen, in his trav- 
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‘el through the domain of the nation, must be assured what ever the 
-burdeh of expense. The protecting power of the government should» 
always surround its citizens, especially within the limits of its own 
jurisdiction, else its authority becomes a mockery and reproach. 

I desire to call your attention to the necessity of some additional 
provisions to insure the punishment of crime. That portion of the 
Penitentiary building, which has been used for the confinement of 
criminals is now insufficient for that purpose, on account of the in- 
cseased number of convicts, and other arrangements are requisite to 
be made to guarantee their security and punishment. I would re- 
spectfully recommend that some plan be devised to make the institu- 
tion a self-sustaining one. As at present conducted it is a heavy 
expense to the Territory. 7 

The officers of the financial department are required by law to re- 
port directly to the Assembly. Tueir reports exhibit a most satis- 
factory condition of affairs, and I feel it my duty to commend these 
gentlemen for the faithful and efficient manner in which they have 
performed their responsible duties. P 

I congratulate you upon the flourishing condition: of the Territory. 
Town and country are in the enjoyment of exultant health and abound- 
ing plenty. Active industry in every department of labor is reali- 
zing its encouraging reward. ‘The reyerses and discouragements in- 
cident to the war have served to exhibit, in a most gratifying manner 
the resolute and energetic character, of our population. The spirit 
of improvement is every where manifest, and the future is‘radiant 
with promise. > ` eos 

It 1s a pleasant reflection, and one that will go* with me in my re- 
tirement from official duty, that during the period of my administra- 
tion, which has not been withoyt unusual trials and embarrassments, 
amid calamitous events, and times of great public exigence, the Ter- 
ritory has steadily advanced in the development of those means and 
capacities which make a country truly great, and the people pros- 

- perods and happy. ; 

May the dispenserof all good continue the bestowment of his divine 
favor, that the future may redound to his honor and glory ard the 
advancement and welfare of the country. i 

I have the honor to assure you of my desire to co-operate with 
you cordially, in the promotion of the public good.

I shall report-to youn Honorable Body, at an early day, a claim of 
Yamhill county for Territorial taxes assessed on real estate, in 1855 
with reasons for declining te audit the same. 


T shall also, at the same time, report claims for printing and publish-

‘ing rendered the Territory, and for the incidental expenses of the 
Librarian's and Auditor's offices, during the past year. These claims 

are omitted in my, annual report, on account of its lengthy and because 
they are not necessarily a part of it. . 

In accordance with sectidn 2nd of chapter 2nd of the ack Fogalating . 
the Treasury Department, I would respectfully, suggest to your Hon- 
orable body the necessity of changing the time fixed by law for the pay- 
ment of Territorial revenue by county treasurers from the first Monday 
in February to some ‘time in May or June, and also to allow county 
treasurer's milage or some, other fixed compensation for conveying the 
revenue of the Territory to the Capita . - a fe 

In support of the above suggestion I would state that it is aged with 
a good deal of reason by those county treasurers remote from the Gapi- 
tal that it is frequently slmost impracticable to travel at the time fixed 
by law forthe payment of Territorial reveute The expenses of trav- 
cling, for which there ig no provisions for compensation, -together with 
the lack of facilities for the safe transmission of this fund, are converted 
into somewhat plausible excuse for official delinquencies, on accountof 
which heavy forfeitures are inourred by the delinquent. 3 

Whether or not you may deem it advisable to provide a ‘oompengation 
to treasurers to meet their traveling expenses, yet I would think it highly 
advisable at Ieast to allow more time to intervene between the date of 
the payment of taxes to connty.treasurers and their payment into the 
Territorial Treasury. 

Ta relation to the act authorizing the sale of school lands, I would 
respectfully recommend the necessity of requiring Superintendents of 
Schools to give bonds to the Commissioners of their respective counties 
for the faithful discharge of their duties This suggestion is not made 
because it is known, or cven presumed, that any of those officers havg 
failed to discharge their duties faithfully ; but the act referred to cer- 
tainly contentplates that large sums of money msy come into their hands 
to account for which it would be proper to exact bonds. > 

The law should also designate some officer of county or Territory, 
with whom Superintendents of Schools should make annual settlements 
of their accounts and by whom their claims for services should be 
audited. I haye however audited the accounts of those Superintendents 
who have ptésented the samo At this office under the presumption that it 
‘was my duty‘to do so; but from the vagueness of the law some Super- 
intendents have concluded that they should be paid out of their county 
Treasnties, and-others have concluded that it-waxs their duty to retain

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from the funds paid into the Territorial Treasury the amount due them 
` for services, and have acted accordingly. An amendment in this, or 
some other respect, which. will obviate these difficulties is certainly 
important, 

By the act passed January 22d, 1857, making provision for protectin g 
and taxing Chinamen mining in Oregon, it is provided that twenty per 
cent, of the revenue received from this source shall be paid into the 
Territorial Treasury; but it is not explicitly provided that county 
Auditors shall report to this offiee the amount of taxes collected from 
this source, in their respective counties, in consequence of whigh I have 
no means of ascertaining the amount of revenue due the Territory on 
‘this account. I would respectfully suggest that the act referred to be 
so amended as make it the express duty of county Auditors to append 
“to the copies of their assessment rolls abstracts of the amount of China- 
man tax paid into their respective county Treasuries, during the prece- 
ding year, ot some similar provision. 

Tn relation to our penitentiary I would simply say, that the rapid ìn- 
crease- in the number of convicts, and. the bad policy’ of maintaining 
them in idleness,afford me still stronger reasons for repeating the sugges” 
tions mada in my last annual report of the urgent necessity of providing 
at ag carly date as possible for working our convicts. ©. “* -~ 

Although this object cannot be attained without considerable expense

to the Territory at the outset, yet in a country where there is so great - 


demand for laboras in ours, it would certainly be ultimately successfal. 
In relation to tha fees of sheriffs for conveying convicts to the peni- 
tentiary I would suggest that it would afford the Auditor of the Territo- 


ry much more ‘facility for the correct adjustment of claims of this char- 


acter if the rate of compensation for guards was fixed by law; and re- 
_ spectfully recommend some further legislation on this subject. 

The foregoing are all the suggestions that oceur to me as being impor- 
tantin relation ta the fiscal affairs of the Territory, and are made with 
mnch diffidence, and a full appreciation of my inability to recommend 
matters of Jaegislation to your Honorable body.

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UNIVERSITY LAND COM’S REPORT.

To the Legislative Assembly of Oregon: - 
In accordance with the law creating the office of University Land 


Commissioner and defining the duties thereof, I beg leave to submit the 
following report: ` 


Since the date of my last annual report I have found it necessary to 
perform but little official business. The duty of selecting the University 
ands had been brought very nearly to a close by my predecessor,— 
Nothing farther bas been done in this department during the past year, 
and as the minimum price per acre fixed by law seemed to forbid a sale, 
notbing remained for me to do, farther than to ses that the lands were 
not trespassed upon For this purpose, during the month of June last, 
I devoted some two weeks in endeavoring to make u personal examina-~ 
tion of a portion of these lands Although I ascertained the fact of 
trespasses having heen committed in several instances, yet in none could 
T learn who were the trespassing parties, with sufficient certainty to 
warrant the commencement of suit. Itis by law made the duty of 
Grand Jurors to present by indictment persons trespassing upon or oth- 
erwise injuring these lands. As mentioned in my former report a list of 
the university lands within each county was filed with the clerks of the 
district courts of said counties to be farnished to the grand juries when 
in session; yet not a single indictment has been found. T cannot fora 
moment suppose that jurors have been regardless of their duty, but from 
the nature of the case, it is but very seldom that jurors can come into 
the possession of facts sufficiently definite to warrant the finding of a 
bill of indictment. Iam unable to, suggest any more effectual means of 
taking caré of these lands than already provided 
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Tn view of these facts itis for you to determine whether the university 
fund will ultimately be more benefited by retaining these landa atthe — 
expense necessarily incurred in their care and preservation, taking into 
consideration the waste by trespass that it seems impossible to prevent, 
thar by selling them at their present worth and putting the proceeds at 
interest until stch time as it shall be deme viable „to use them for 
the purpose designated by Congress, -=== eoo 

Tn one instance of trespass the party committing the same, of his ows : 
choice, informed me of the fact, and as I became satisfied that the waste 
was but slight, “and that the person acted upon the helief that the land 
was vacant and unclaimed, 1 made an amicable settlement of the dama. 
ges on the receipt of ten dollars. N . 

T have been applied to in some two or Hees instances by persons. 
wishing to purchase lands at private sale. The law does not specify that - 
the sales shall be made at public auction only ; yet the general policy of 
the Territory, together with the practice of my predecessor, seemed to 
- indicate that such was the intention of the Assembly; hence, I refused 
their request. And as I thought a sufficient amount could not be sold 
to warrant a public sale, no lands have been sold. 


Under the act “to authorize and empower the University Land Com- 
missioner to convey certain lands and, lots in the Oregon City claim, in. 
Clackamas couuty,” passed January 17th, 1855, I have conveyed and. 3 
confirmed, within the current year, title to one lot in said city, to Chas. - ” 2 
M. Kester, upon the condition, prescribod in said act At the same j 
time, I was also applied to by the same party, for confirmation of title 
to lot No three, (3) in block No. sixty-nine, (69). Said lotis mentioned . 
in an act passed January 29th, 1851, “ to confirm title to certain lots in 
Oregon City.” The condition of confirmation mentioned in said act is, 
that the purchase of said lots had been made from Dr. John McLaughlin 
in good faith, before the passage of the act of Congress, granting the 
Oregon City claim to ‘the Territory; and subsequent to the 4th day of 
March, 1849. Said lot, although included in said act, is not one of that 
character, but was purchased subsequent to the 27th of September, A, 
D, 1850; as the original transfer from MoLaughlin shows If the 
present claimant has any right in said lot, it can only have been obtained 
by the act of 29th of January, 1851, above referred to; he is certainly 
not entitled to title, under-the act of January 17th, 1855. I, therefore, 
refused his request. E 

It is more than probable that title haswlready been confirmed to lots 
in Oregon City, in every meritorious case. I would, therefore, respect. 
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D 24 » i & 
fully suggest the propriety of repealing the Jaw of January 17th, 1855, 
above mentioned, as its continuance, upon the Statute Book, can “do no 
good, and may be the means of wrong. 

‘ Since the date of my last annual report, I have endeavored to get up 
a suit, to determine the validity of the claim of the Territory to the 
“ Oregon City Claim.” But, as yet, have bech unable ta effect any 
thing, in consequence of disappointment, in one pr two instances; by 
Attorneys employed as counsel, under the act authorizing the same.— 
By the death of the contestant, Dr. John McLaughlin, which occurred 
during the past summer, it now. becomes more imperative upon the Ter- 
ritory to assert and maintain her rights to said claim. 

For the present condition of the University fund, I would refer you 
to the reports of the Treasurer and Auditor, who, as a majority of the 
board, have had entire control of the same. .

of the Territory of Oregon: 


In accordance with the provisions of an act to provide for the election ` 


and to define the duties of a Superintendent of the Penitentiary, passed 


by the Legislative Assembly at its last annual session, I hereby beg leave 


_ to lay-hefore your honorable body the following-report: 

At the time of entering upon the duties of my office—February oath, 
1857—the exterior walls of the present wing of the Penitentiary had 
been erected but the building was without doors; and-an: appropriation 
having been made from the Territorial Treasury of one thousand dol- 


lars, I proceeded at once to the disbursement of said funds for the pur- _ 


pose of erecting the requisite uumber of doors, surveying the grounds 
belonging to the-Penitentiary, and in procuring a suitable pump, and 


curbing the well. I also paid for three stoves which had been purchased — 


by the last Board of Penitentiary Conimissioners, the bills for which are 
on file in my office, and a schedule thereof attached to this report. 


On the sixteenth day of July last I removed the convicts from the 
temporary building, formerly occupied, to the new building, and 
extended the’ yard fence, enclosing the entire east side of the 
building. It also bécame necessary, in consequence of the in- 
creased number of convicts to erect within the brick wing six (6) 
temporary wooden cells, the labor upon which was performed by the 
convicts. During the summer months I also employed the convicts in 
grading, fencing, and otherwise improving the Penitentiary grounds, and 
could have made their services far more available and useful, were it not 
for the fact of having but one keeper allawed by law, whose duties, of 
necessity, became go onerous as to preclude the possibility of working 


the convicts as often or as safely as I could have wished.

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By the provisions of the act above alluded to, I was authorized te 
“sell iron doors or other property belonging to the Penitentiary, ascer- 
tained to be useless,’ and for that purpose I caused to be printed and 
forwarded to the County Commissioners of every county in this and 
Washington Territories, circulars, stating the weight, size and full de. 
scription of the iron doors for sale, but as yet have“ received no written 
propositions for their purchase. 2 f 

The number of convicts ‘having so rapidly increased within the last 
year {from 7 to 18-in seven.months,) thatit became absolutely necedsary 
to procure the services of an Assistant Keeper; I accordingly employed 
one, who commenced his labors on the first day of November last. 

By the act which governs me in my duties, there is no provision made 
for employing or defraying the expenses of an Assistant Keeper, but 
inasmuch as it was utterly impossible and unsafe longer to delay so do- 
ing, I deemed it my duty to act in the premises as the urgency of the 
case required, and I would therefore pray your Honorable Body to take 
such action as will sécure him suitable compensation, and also to pro- 
vide some means whereby the Superintendent may be authorized to pro- 
cure the services of-additional Assistant Keepers, if they should be 
found necessary.in future. There are six (6) stone, and six (6) tempo- 
rary wooden cells in the present wing; they are all occupied, and in 
order to accommodate the eighteen (18) convicts, the keeper has been 
obliged to place two in a cell. It will be obvious therefore to your hon- 
orable body that some provision should be made in ordér to procure 

means for the erection ef additional cells, as the placing of more than 
one convict in a cell, is neither cdnducive to health, cleanliness or safety, 

Previous to the departure of our delegate to Congress, I laid before 
him a report of, the condition of the Penitentiary building, and urged 
upon bim the necessity of procuring an additional appropriation,for the 
completion of the cells in the present wing. 


I deem it my duty before closing this report to attest to the efficiency _ 
and ability of the present keeper, Mr, C. A. Pickett, , His treatment of 
the convicts has ever been uniform, and in the discharge of his hazard; 
ous duties he has proyed himself eminently qualified to fill the position 
he occupies, 

During the past year the number of ponviots È in the Penitentiary has 
increased from sight (8} to eighteen (18) during which timo two {2) have 
been discharged, one (1) pardoned, and fourteen (14) admitted; died, 
Hone—tscaped, one. terion a at present in custody sdventeen males and 
one female.

Mr. Srzaxen: Your comimittes -to whom was entrusted the duty of 
visiting the Penitentiary at Portland, for the’ purpose of enquiring into 
the propriety of constructing additional cells for the better seouring the 
convicts, and also sugh other improvements as are neressary in and 


‘ . about the Penitentiary, as well as to devise some system for work- 


ing the convicts, by which it may be made a self-sustaining institution, 
or at least the expense tothe Territory “rendered as light as possible, 
ask leave to submit the following report : 


Your committee find, upon investigation, that there are, now in the 
Penitentiary, eighteen convicts, and only six cells completed which af. 
ford any degree of security, with six temporary wooden cells, which 
have been constructed by the convicts under the control of the keeper, 


‘Therefore your committee deem it highly important that some. step 
should be taken immediately to complete the fourteer additional cells, 
which occupy the basement tiers, the iron ‘doors for which cells are, now 
on hand, and some of the cells have been commenced, but owing'to a 
want of funds remain, in an unfinished state: 


And in view therefore of ttie present inseeure condition of the prison, 
yonr committee are strongly impressed with the belief that the fourteen 
cells above refered to should be completed as soon as possible, for at 
present there are no less than eighteen convicts in the Penitentiary, 
and under the operation of our criminal laws, if carried out with that 
rigor, in the suppression of crime, that the safety of persons and prop 
erty require, we may expect that the number of convicts will gradually 
but steadily be increased. ~ 

As to the most practicable way to complete the cells required, ami

make such other improvements in and about the prison, -as may ‘be nec- 
essary, your committee-would recommend, far the consideration of the 
members of the Legislature, that the Superintendent of the Penitentia- 
ry be instracted and authorized to let to the lowest responsible bidder 
or biddgrs the contract for furnishing, on the. Penitentiary grounds, a 
sufficient quantity of good and substantial.building stone and such aes 
material as may be necessary to make. the improvements required. ° 

Your committee are of the opinion that; when the material is furnish- 
ed on thë Penitentiary grounds for constructing, cells and making such 
other i improvements as may’ be necessary in, and, about the prison, with 
the assistance of a practical stone-cutter to lay off the:work and super- 
intend it, the convicts can’ perform all the labor that will be necessary 
- in such improvements, ` 

Your committee are informed that. among ibe convicts there is. one 
practical machinist, and such being the case, it is believed that by pur- 
chasing a set of blacksmiths’ tools, ‘and such other articles in that line. 
asare necessary, the convicts may be: required .to manufacture such 
tools as they will need for use in any employment, that they will, prob- 
ably be-engaged in for the next two or three years; and it is thought 
by your committee, that blacksmithing will be one of the most : profirablé 
branches of business that can be carried on b: conyict labor. 

The cost of material delivered on the Penitentiary ground, from the 
best information your committee have been able to obtain, for building 
cells, and constructing a sewer, which your committee consider-neces- 
sary, together with a set-of blacksmith tools, with a small quantity of 
iron and steel, out of which to, construct tools, will not vary very, far 
from the following figures :

With’ the 
brick thus made by thè labor of the convicts, workshops can be built 
and the Penitentiary grounds walled iñ, all of which work, in the opin- 
ion of your committee, may be, with the assistance of a practival mason, 
performed by the” prisoners. 2 

< It must be evident to ali that these'are improvements that will be nce- 
essary sooner or later, and if made by convict labor there will be a sav- 
inig to thé Territory or future State of many ‘hundreds of dollars, 

Your committee are of the opinion that Portland will afford a ‘ready 
market for all the brick that can be thus made for sale, and further 
your committee think they hazard little in saying that the strong proba. 
bility is, that brick, as a building material, will be in greater demand 
eT sucéessive year in £ town improving as rapidly as Portland. 


* Hence your committee are of the opinion that the, profits thus deriv.

To the Honorable the ‘Tegislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon ‘ 

In compliance with law, I herewith submit the following report: 

The claim of Yamhill county, for the sum of @1,038 82, as Terri- 
torial revenue, alledged to have been assessed on real estate, in 1855, 
has not yet been allowed, An act was passed last winter to revive the 
original act of the preceding winter, passed for the relicf of Clackamas, 
and other counties, in order to allow the Auditor of Yambill county an 
opportunity of presenting at this office, further evidence of the justice 
of said claim; but no farther evidence has been adduced; in consequence 
of which I declined to act further in the premises, for the reasons alledged 
in my annual report for the year ending Dec. 6th, 1856. - ‘ 

This sum claimed by Yamhill county, has not been paid into the 
Territorial Treasury, and in consequence they only ask for a certificate 
from this office, that they are entitled to the same, J

PILOT COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


oa 


To the Honorable, the Legislative Assembly 
£ of the Territory of Oregon: 

We, the board of Pilot Commissioners appointed by your Hon, body 
in pursuance of an act passed Jan. 1856, “for the establishment of a 
pilotage on the Columbia and Willamette Rivers, would ask leave to 
make the following report, viz: : 

Your commissioners have visited the Columbia River and bar a num- 
ber of times the past year, and found everything in good order, and a 
sufficiency of pilots for the business of the Columbia River at the pres- 
ent time, and all that the business will support, and fully meeting the 


- expectation of your Hon. body, ás far as that law anticipated, and ef- 


fecting all that any law could, embracing the principles contained in it, 
but if conducted upon other principles would effect more and increase 
the commerce of the River to double (if not thribble) the amount of what 
it has been during the last years, or ever before, These principles we 
beg leave to suggest for your consideration. We would recommend 
that a law be passed granting a salary ło each and every pilot upon 
the Columbia Riyer bar, and that the boat or boats be owned by the 
Territory, for the following reasons : 


Ist. The Columbia River has to labor dndees one of the greatest dis- 
advantages that comnieérce has to contend with, in the charges attend- 
ant upon the navigation of the’river, for whereas, Puget Sound has no 
pilots, and requires none, the Columbia does, and cannot be navigated 
without them. This gives the Sound the advantage of all those charg- 
es, and presents a great inducement for vessels to go there for cargoes 
although they go there in ballast, whereas those entering the Columbia, 
generally‘have full cargoes, inward bound. They cannot carry lumber

out, asthe freights will not justify them in carrying cargoes of that 
character, but must seek a cargo of produce to enable them to meet the 
expenses attendant upon the navigation of the river. 

The question will be asked by some, is not the timber and lumber 
upon the Columbia of as good a quality as that of the Sound? We 
would answer in the affirmative, ¢ and some of it far better, but the i; 
freight upon is so much greater ‘that it will not justify” the manufacturer ~ 
to manufacture it, and therefore a number of the mills on the Colnmbia, 
are unemployed, and going to ruin. 

The State most prosperous is the State that availgyitself of all its re- 

* sources, and this course must Oregon pursue, as she has but a limited , 
amount of agricultural land, and a large portion of timber. 

We are cornpelled to pay the pilot indirectly, (as we have to.pay the 
ships that navigate our river) by paying high freights, and every per. 
son who wears a shirt, or uses sugar, tea, coffee, ‘or „any of the necessa- 
ry luxuries of life, had to assist in paying the pilots, by paying freights. 
The old argument of the tariff i~ applicable in this place. , “The con- 
„sumer ia the one who pays.” We believe the course we recommend 
“would be promotive of the greatest good, and place our lumber dealers 
in fair competition with those on any part of the coast. ° 

We append below the amount of commerce as near as possibile, which 
you can compare with that of the last year,fand we submit the above 
suggestions for your wise, consideration : ~ 

Arrivals, 116 ; cargoes assorted merchandise. 

Departures, 118 ; cargoes lumber and produce.
